"San Jnan, where I reside, la a city 
of about as ,000, I also hold court 
twice a year In Ponce, the larkeat city 
of the Island, and Maynguez. The so- 
ciety In these places la extremely 
pleasant.

New Orleana, Sept. 15.— Tbe grand 
jury has returned an Indictment 
against Mrs. Rosa La Brancbe Dau- 
phin, widow of Maximilian Dauphin, 
for many years president of the Louis- 
iana State Lottery. The action was 
not made public immediately In order 
to enable the District Attorney to get 
tbe necessary reqnldtion papers irom 
Gov. Heard and arreat Mrs. Dauphin, 
who is said to be ill In or near New 
York. 

Danpbin, who was president of the 
Louisians Lottery Company, died in 
1891. His estste was inventoried at 
$100,000, bis widow and a friend be- 
ing exeentors. There were other 
heirs, Including Daupbin’a mother. 
The estate was sailed up, the heirs 
were paid their share aad the widow 
and legatee came into possession of 
the rest of the property. 

Eleven years alter the settlement 
among the cflccta of Judge Porche, 
who had been Mra. Danphln’a lawyer 
In tbe probate case, an old, badly 
worn paper was found giving a list of 
a large number of bonds which appar- 
ently formed a part ol tbe Dauphin 
estate, bnt which bad not figured in 
the Inventory. 

Mrs. Dauphin was called on to ex- 
plain. She (ailed to appear before a 
Louisiana court, but piece by piece 
the trouble burled for eleven years 
was brought to light. Dauphin bad 
kept his money and securities In s 
box in his room and was s much 
wealthier msu than many supposed. 
From that box his widow, It Is 
charged, baj stolen from the estate 
and secreted $214 ooo In securities 
and $40,000 In cash. In order to cov- 
er np her work she sold the bonds, 
invested the money in new securities, 
so that uo Usee conld be found of It. 
She kept no bank acconnt, and fre- 
quently had $100,000 on her person 
in $1,000 bills. 

Judge Lazarus, counsel for the 
heirs, succeeded In tracing every bond 
for more than twelve years. The 
court awarded judgment against Mrs. 
Dsuphln for $388,066, the entire 
amount with Interest. Her house was 
seized, only to find that she had 
removed everything and had fled.

Hsrtsu, 1 son oi Justice John M. Har- 
lan, Is Attorney General of the Island, 
snd by virtue of his office haa gcnersl 
control of the proaccutlone la the In- 
aular courta. 

"I am the only the Federal Judge 
on the laland, end sit there both as 
District snd Circuit Judge. An ap- 
peal can be takeued from my court to 
the Supreme Court of the United 
Statea. All proceedinge arc reqnlrcd 
to be in English, snd an Interpreter 
le alweya at hand to transUte the 
words ol Spanish witnesses Into Bog- 
llsh. I Introduced tbs jury system 
ou the Island where it was before un- 
known. At first I bad gave doubts 
If Ihc system would work well, so un- 
used were the people to the jury aya- 
tem, bnt the result has been very 
gratifying. Only men who can speak 
English ate allowed on jnilas, aad 
the reanlt Is that neatly all my jury* 
men ere Intelligent men. The per- 
cenUge of ratlvc Puerto Ricans on 
my Juries la about 50 per cent,

A REPLY. I 

Rev. Geo. W. Tilford Defends! 
His Position on Whisky 
Traffic. 

In the issne of tbe Rockport News 
of Angust the asd, under the caption 
"Stripped of His Ministerial Robe,” 

I am najnstly taken to tew and pub- 
licly written up fb' my stand on the 
question ol whether it is better to 
have blind tigers or an open saloon 
In the town of Rockport. 

Now, in the first place, I consider 
this question merely as a political Is- 
ane. and one upon which each and 
every man has a free and perfect right 
to exercise the right ol suffrage. I, 
as any other citizen, considered the 
question of the greater of two evils 
and chose, os I thought then, and 
still think the lesser of the two--to 
have open s.iloons where whiskey Is 
sold according to law and where boys 
under age cannot procure It, or to 
have blind tigers where it is sold to 
any one having the prlc^ of a drink. 

After giving tbe above stated ques- 
tion years ol study snd also having 
had tbe sad experience of living In a 
town, where blind tigers were plenti- 
ful, in my honest judgment, and be- 
lieving that I am right, I favored 
open saloons, not open saloons where 
the pernicious stuff would not be sold 
otherwise, bnt open saloons in pref- 
erence to blind tigers. Yon may 
claim that the law is sufficient to 
knock out the blind tigers; so it bas 
always been If it bad only been en- 
forced, bnt what evidence have you 
that it will be enforced any more now 
than in the past? 

My standing on tbe whiskey ques- 
tion is no secret. Wb.at I am, I am, 
and the same to all men, tbe same to 
their face that I am to their back. 
That I have done my duty aa I saw 
best, both rellgionsly and politically, 
I feel certain. In the sarcastic write- 
up given me in the News, which was 
the result ol mere prejudice, tbe edi- 
tor of that sheet undoubtedly shows 
his ntter ignorance of church affairs, 
as well as other things, however well 
he may be up on the art ol tidicnie. 
Any one who knows anything abont 
church affairs knows that the chnrcb 
Is the highest anthorlty In a case of 
this kind. We wonld suggest that 
the brother pay a little more attention 
to tbe workings ol snch organizations 
before he attempts to hold some one 
else up to ridicnle simply becanse 
they differ from him in a political 
matter If be should stndy these 
things a little closer be wonld doubt- 
less fall to show bis gross ignorance 
so plainly when be takes np the quill 
t'j hold some other brother, who hap- 
pens to differ from him, np to tidi- 
cule. In bis spa~e filler ol alang de- 
voted to me, be says I bad tbe case ol 
my dismissal brenght up before tbe 
General Asrocia'ion. Snch a state- 
ment is absolnlely destitute of troth 
though it was published In bis paper 
and fur his readers to rend Don't 
tbe author know that the General As- 
sociation bas not yet assembled this 
yeat? Such ia the esse at any rate, 
os all who are at all Inlornied know. 
Tbe association which was In session 
and adjourned a short time since was 
only the annual association and posi- 
tively bad nothing to do with snch 
cases. The General Association does 
not meet until about tbe last of No- 
vember. 

As to the moral standing of the 
town since open saloons have been in 
vogne I wonld cite yon to the amonnt 
of fines collected since they opened 
np. Fines for tbe latter part of June 
were abont $8, for Jnly about $33: for 
tbe month of Angnat nothing, and 
for the month of September nothing 
to date. How is that compared with 
blind tiger reign? During blind ti- 
ger supremacy if all persons violating 
the town ordinances bad been arrest- 
ed and fined according to law the 
fines wonld have exceeded $2$ per 
month. How many windows have 
been smashed since the advent of the 
saloon? How many pistols have been 
discharged within tbe town limits In 
comparison with tbe number . dis- 
charged in one single night during 
blind tiger times? How many times 
bas the hotel and post office been 
shot into since we have had open sa- 
loons? Now these are pertinent 
questions and fair ones, and questions 
that have no tendency to ridicnle, 
and above all, this is not to vent per- 
sonal enmity or to abnse, bnt simply 
to defend myself, as I pride myself on 
having honor enough that if I have 
any thing personally against a man 
to go to him face to face and tell him 
Instead of reaoiting to newspaper 
publicity and trying to make person- 
al matters public. Hence this article 
Is written only in the spirit of sell 
defense. My position bas been stated 
and all who read can know that I 
have been attacked through the col- 
umns of the News tor no other pur- 
pose than to ridicule my actions in a 
matter that does not in the lesat con 
cern the edicor of the News. A good 
policy for men to adopt is to attend 
to their own affairs. A thing I have 
done, bnt am sorry to say I can’t say 
so mnch for tbe editor' of the News, 
who wllfnlly wrote an article rldlcnl- 
ing me and published, os he says, 
"As a mere news item” and then in- 
vites me to engage with him ia some 
mud. stinging. A pitch battle of words 
Is what you want, eh? First show 
yourself competent to disensa this, or 
any other matter, impartially and in 
an intelligible way and then promise 
to keep yonr pen ont of vitriol and I 
shall try to defend mysell as best I 
can.
